G,S.R. 424.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
3 of the All-India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Governments of the Slates concerned, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Administrative Service (Regulation of 
Seniority) Buies, 1954, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Administrative Service (Regulation 
of Seniority) Amendment Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1954, 
in clause (b) of sub-rule (3) of rule 3, after Explanation 3, the following Explanation 
shall be inserted, namely: —• 

“Explanation 4.—An officer appointed to the Service in accordance with 
sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Recruitment Rules shall be treated as 
having officiated in a senior post during any period of appointment 
to a non-cadre post if the State Government lias certified within three 
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months oi his appointment. Lo the non-cadre post tnaL he would have 
so oilieiaiea nut lor ius appointment, ior a penod not exceeamp one 
year, ana, wiin the appiovai oi me genual tjuvernment xor a iuilher 
penoa not exceeuing two years, to u non-cadre post unaer a Stale 
Government or me Genual Government in a time-scaie identical to 
me iime-scaie oi a senior pose; 

Provided that the number or olilcers in respect oi whom the certiiicate shall 
be current at one lime snail not exceed one-hall oi me maximum size 
ot tne Select .List permissible under aun-reguiation (i) ox regulation 
i> oi me inuian iiammisnative service i^ppomtmen., uy promotion; 
Regulations, i9ao, ana xouow tne oraor m which tne names oi suen 
officers appear m tne Select List; 

provided further that such certificate shall be given only if, for every senior 
onicer in the select List appointed to a 11011 -caare post in respect of 
wnich the certiiicate is given, mere is one junior Select List officer 
officiating in a senior post under xuie 9 oi me Indian Police Service 
(Cadre) Rules, 1954: 

Provided also that the number oi officers in respect ol whom the certificate 
is given, shall not exceed the numoer pi posts Dy wnich the number 
oi cadre officers holding non-cadre posts under the control of the 
State Government falls short of the deputation reserve sanctioned 
unaer the Schedule to tne Indian Administrative service (Fixation 
of Cadre Strength) Regulations, 1955.”

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Police Service (Regulation of 
Seniority) Amendment Rules, 1970- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of llieir publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. In the Indian Police Service (Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1954, in clause 
(b) of sub-rule (3) of rule 3, after Explanation 3, the following Explanation shall

Provided also that the number of officers in respect of whom the certificate 
is given, shall not exceed the number of posts by which the number 
of cadre officers holding non-cadre posts under the control of the 
State Government falls short of the deputation reserve sanctioned 
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under the Schedule to the Indian Police Service (Fixation of Cadre 
Strength) Regulations, 1955 ”

“Explanation 4.—An officer appointed to the Service in accordance with 
sub-rule (1) of rule & of the Recruitment Rules shall be treated as 
having officiated in a senior post during any period of appointment 
to a non-cadre post if the State Government has certified within 
three months of his appointment to the non-cadre post that he would 
have so officiated but for his appointment, lor a period not exceeding 
one year, and, with the approval of the Central Government, for a 
further period not exceeding two years, to a non-cadre post under a 
State Government or the Central Government in a time-scale identical 
to the lime-scale of a senior post:
